The other connection with mail rates is that this type of 


service would not come to the public so cheaply with a pos- 
tal increase- 
Many if not most publications would have 


to raise their mubscription rates—and absorb a loss in the 
meantime, if an increase was made effective immediately. 
Some smaller periodicals might be driven out of business. 


The Readers Digest has revealed that its present mail- ~. 


ing cost is less thin a half-cent and its profit a little over a 
half-cent a copy. 
Its new. rate would raise the mailing 


charge by 2.1 cents a copy. The Crowell-Collier publications 
figure that their new rate would cost them $5.000,000-a year. 
The company's net profit last year was approximately 
52.500,000. And so on. 


It seems to us that the Post Office Department, in the 


interest of fairness and good bookkeeping, might deduct the 
cost of sending millions of pieces of free government mail 
all over the country and then see how much of its annual 
deficit is traceable to the second-class subsidv.
